The heaviest traffic on the Damibe has been noted during 
the wonths of April, May and June. Observers have seen, 
daily, 12-16 tug boats going up-stream, and 8-13 tug 
boats downstream. Mach boat tows 6-7 barges. Up-strean 
barges carry petroleam from Rumania in special tanks. 

A tank barge carries an amount equivalent to 60 railwey 
tank cars, and those barpes temporarily fitted with 
tanks can carry the equivalent of 0 tank cars of 
petroleum. Downstream barges carry agricultural 
implements, motor cars and tractors. 


The up-stream convoys form at Tornu Severin where 
they remain overnight, and cross through Djerdap 

the next morning as the locks are not operated at 
night. Down-strean navipation convoys are formed at 
“oldava. River traffic is controlled by UDB( formerly 


OZNK) river police and by fast Russign patrol boats.
